Fort Wayne. Ind., Feb. 16 (AP)— 
—The parents and *a sister of 9- 
year-old 
Florence 
Larwill 
were 
found dead in their homes late on 
Tuesday, victims of a suicide pact 
carried out several hours after the 
girl died of scarlet fever. 
Police who broke into the home 
here at the requests 
of 
relatives 
discovered in a gas-filled bathroom 
the bodies of Kenneth Larwill, 54; 
Mrs. Mary K. Larwill, 52. and Miss 
Mary Larwill. 28. 
Still 
breathing but unconscious 
was Miss Louise Larwill, 27. 
She 
was taken 
to 
Lutheran hospital 
where her condition was reported 
critical. 
In the room was the following 
note, signed by all four: "In view 
of the fact that we have nothing 
more to live for we die together. 
Neither one urged the other." 
The body of Florence, who died 
at 3 a. rn., after a long illness that 
started last November, lay in a bed 
in a front bedroom. 
Gas 
still poured from a water 
heater in the bathroom as officers 
entered and found the family all 
wearing heavy wraps. 
Only an accident prevented Lou­ 
ise Larwill from Joining the others 
in 
death. 
Police said a strip of 
cloth stuffed into the crack of the 
door was dislodged, apparently as 
she tumbled from a chair nearby 
and that she fell in such position 
that fresh air from the opening 
streamed directly over her face. 


Relatives and friends accounted 
for the suicide pact by explaining 
all members of the 
family 
were 
singularly devoted to each other. 
They told officers they had noted 
a change in Larwill’s manner Mon­ 
day night when it became evident 
that his youngest daughter had not 
long to live. Larwill was an attor­ 
ney.
